WITH AMERICAN FLEET IN SOUTHWEST PA­ 
CIFIC, Dec. 15— (INS)— One potent reason why the Japs 
will lose the war is that her fighting men are not equal to ours 
in intelligence or in training. 
Secondly, indications are strong that the Japs are unequal 
to the job of supplying trained men as fast as we; that her 
replacements are falling farther and farther behind the dictates 
of necessity. 
And perhaps most important, the Japs, despite their 
reputation for fanatical self sacrifice, are by no means superior 
to our fighting men in the important quality of courage. 
On th ese three counts, A m erica lins 
si definite ed g e of superiority over tile 
J a p s; and that has been proved true iii 
the m ajor e n g a g e m en ts of tile Pacific 
w ar; p articu larly at M idw ay and on 
G uadalcanal. 


T ake the m atter of courage, for in­ 
sta n ce ! I w a s aboard an aircraft car­ 
rier, w h ich wan actively en gaged in 
the figh tin g, du rin g the l i t t l e of Mid­ 
way.
